UPA RICKSHA, 


John Abrabam, an African,"employed ag 
a foreman at thes Mopin.godown, Hung- 
hom, was charged at the Magistracy, 
Jeatorday morning, before Merl Ro. E 
Lindsel? with disarderly behaviour whilst 
ih powression of a loaded revolver, ’ 

‘William’ Frank Culon,. a warder . at 
the Victoria Gaol, stated that on the pre- 
vious day he ‘was riding+in a ricksha 
near. Gun Club’ Hill. when the, de 
fendant approgched and . attempted. to 
stap the ricksha of a lady, 
riding in front in another ricksha. ° When 
the warder, who was some distance’ be- 
hind, shouted to warn him off Abraham, 
it wag alleged, transferred -his attention 
to him and stopped his rickeha. Realis. 
ing that the ‘man was in‘a dangerous 
condition, it being indicnted ‘to him that 
he was in possessiua of ao revolvey;., the 
Warder jumped out of the ricksha, and, 
knocked the defendant down, at the same 
time relieving him of the pistol. During 
the time that. the warder was attending 
to ‘the lady. who was in w very frightened.
